The Barrio Logan Community Plan Update draft is being distributed for
internal departmental review of that draft. After we receive those
comments we will be able to release that draft for public review and again
start the CEQA process for that Plan Update.

We were pleased to announce that the City of San Diego was awarded a
$50,000 grant from Sandag to pursue land development code amendments
to support urban agriculture. The grant will allow DSD and CPCI to look
beyond community gardens to address broader urban agriculture topics
and issues...
